explosion of 1000 pounds of cellulose 
flour at the Trojan Powder company's 
plant at San Lorenzo yesterday, which 
caused the death of Byron Byers, an 
employe, there ia not 
tho slightest 


reason to suppose that it was. of an 
incendiary nature, according to the 
police and officers of the company. 


"The exact cause of the explosion 


has not been learned, but Indications 
are that It resulted in the same man- 
ner as a previous explosion at the 
plant—from overheating the powder." 
said Deputy Marsha! Chris Hopper. . 


"The supposition that the explosion 


was incendiary is absurd." 


Superintendent Howard 
Bronsteln 


and other officials of the company 
this morning reiterated their assertion 
that while the-cause of the explosion 
remained undetermined, there was no 
doubt of its being an accident, and 
there would have been no reason for 
Incendiarism. 


Mill Superintendent Bronstein de- 


clared the-.only theory he could ad- 
vance for the explosion was-the high 
temperature of 
the 
dryink kiln in 
which the "flour" was.being handled. 


MAKE NO MUNITIONS. 


"We have been offered almost fabu- 
lous'prices if we would engage in the 
manufacture ,ot our explosive pro- 
ducts for 
war munitions,1' he said, 
"but we -have 'consistently refused. 


"The shipment which exploded to- 
day was design'ed for mining use in 
Morning, Idaho. 
We scarcely 
ever 
keep more than a carload of the ex- 
plosive on hand at one time, shipping 
it as fast as we manufacture it"
